FEB 6 0604 - I can’t resist report- 
ing this one again ... R. Recuerdos heard with usual IDs between musical selections, with inter- 
ference from CBU, Vancouver!

2330UTC. This time corresponds with sunrise in China which is likely to be enhancing recep- 
tion. Other good channels to try are the European clear frequencies 1395, 1440, 1467 and 1593.
